corporations, shall be based, 
and calculated, upon the amount 
of gasoline or liquid motor fuel. 
one or both, shown by said meter 
or meters to have been sold or 
distributed during the period for 
which the same is taxed. 


SECTION 3. Be it further or- 
cained by the City Council of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, that on and 
after the 1st day of November, 
1935, it shall be unlawful for any 
ferson, firm or corporation, their 
agents or employees, to engage in 
the business of selling or distrib- 
uting gasoline or liquid motor 
fuel, one or both, in the City of 
Flba, Alabama, or the Police Juris- 
diction thereof, without first hav- 
ing procured the installation, by 
the said City of Elba, Alabama, 
of a meter for each gasoline or 
liquid motor fuel pump operated 
by them, respectively; and, that 
any person, firm or corporation, 
their agents or employees, operat- 
ing a gasoline or liquid motor fuel 
pump, in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, or the Police Jurisdiction 
thereof, for the purpose of the 
sale or distribution of gasoline or 
liquid motor fuel, one or both; af- 
ter said date, and without procur- 
ing the installation of such a me- 
ter, shall be fined not less than 
$50.00 nor more than $100.00, and 
may, in addition to said fine, be 
sentenced to hard labor on the 
Streets of said City for a period 
of not more than 6 months at the 
discretion of the Judge of the 
Mayor's Court. 

This ordinance shall become ef- 
fective on the 1st day of Novem-

hulls, The hay is much better 
and cheaper than the hulls, I'm 
sure that you swapped your seed 


for cottonseed meal so by using 
your hay instead of hulls you wall 
have the very finest feed known. 


Those who have not tried having 
their hay ground will argue that 
il is not better than hulls but the 
man who has tried it will always 
tell you that the ground hay is 
far better, Try it just one time 
and you will never quit it, Your 
old cow will never get through 
thanking you for the change, Your 
mules will do likewise if you ever 
allow them to get their mouths 
into this good feed. Ground hay 
and meal is fine for your mules, 
So try it just one time and follow 
the advice of your mules. 
* * * * * 

I suggest that you dig: your 
sweet potatoes at once, The weath- 
er is entirely too dry for the po- 
tatoes to grow much more. New 
sap in your potatoes will do more 
harm than good, I suggest that 
you dig this week if the weather 
does not prevent. My first sug- 
gestion is that you cut your vines 
and haul them to the house, Save 
every one of them. They should 
be stacked about as you do pea- 
nuts but be sure to leave an air 
space around the pole. Make the 
stuck straight up and not large 
at the bottom. After you have 
finished with the vines put on a 
good grass cap. Small high stacks 
ave best for potato vines. After 
you have the vines safely stacked 
it is time to get after the roots. 
Plow them up so they will not be 
cut or broken by the plow. Pile 
them so none will be bruised in 
the slightest. It is best to spread 
them out in the heap row instead 
of piling them up on each other. 
When you take them up be sure 
to use a zine tub instead of a 
basket, Never allow a basket in 
your potato patch at gathering 
time. If your potatoes are prop- 
erly handled there will not be a 
bruised or skinned one in the hill, 
Use old sacks in the bottom of 
your wagon as you haul the po- 
tatoes out to the house. Select a 
nice clean space where potatoes 
have not been hilled as the old hills 
carry disease germs. Do not dig 
a hole for the hill but put it on 
top of the ground, Pine straw is 
the best thing to go under the 
potatoes. Put about five or ten 
bushels to each hill but remember 
that the small hills keep best. 
After the potatoes are rounded up 


put pine straw over them and 
allow the hot sun to shine on 
them.

Introduction —In dealing with 

great matters it is always help- 


ful to have constant, dependable 
factors. In today’s lesson we are 
specially favored in this regard, 
for we are dealing with Jehovah, 
with whom is ‘no variableness nor 


shadow of turning’—He is “the 
same yesterday, and today, and 
forever.” 


In administering disciplinary 
justice his plans must vary so as 
to meet the needs of the creatures 
with which he is dealing; but he 
is always the same unchanging 
One. For example, he does not 
put horses an@ cows under the 
same moral government as he does 
men; for his government must be 
adapted to the governed. In some 
aspects his government of men 
must differ from his government 
of angels, since we are differently 
constituted and live in a different 
environment. Taking the devil and 
the demons for an example, it does 
not seem that there can be any 
redemption for angels if they fall 
into sin; but in man’s case it was 
different. 

In dealing with such a case 4s 
this we should keep before us the 
difference between disciplinary Jus- 
tice and retributive justice. God 
administers the former to both in- 
dividuals and nations in this world, 
his purpose being to save them; 
but I am not sure that he admin- 
isters retributive justice to indi- 
viduals here; although he does ad- 
minister to nations in this world 
both forms of justice, it being im- 
possible to deal with them as na- 
tions in the world to come. 

The foregoing statements will 
clear the way to some extent for 
what follows. As God dealt with 
Israel, so will he deal with Ameri- 
can and all modern nations and 
peoples. The Jew is his index fin-

Comments on the Lesson Text 

1. The word that came to Jere- 
miah from the LORD.—Here is 
direct Divine Inspiration. Note 


that the word lord is in capitals.| 


That means that in the Hebrew 
the word is Jehovah, the person 
who speaks to Jeremiah. Accord- 
ing to my way of thinking, that is 
God-breathed, as the apostle wrote 
it 

2. Stand in the gate of the 
LORD'S house. — Probably that 
gave some authority to his mes- 


sage. Wspecially was it a favor- 
able place to deliver Jehovah's 


message to the multitudes as they 
were entering the temple for wor- 
ship. Preachers should find the 
crowds, if they have to leave the 
fine churches and preach in the 
hyvways and hedges. “Go!" is the 
Master’s stern command. 


3. Thus saith the LORD of 
hosts.—Inspiration again in full 


force, Read the command and 
the promise: ‘Amend your ways 
and your doings, and I will cause 
you to dwell in this place.” That 
agrees with what I wrote in my 
introduction. 

4, Trust ye not in lying words. 
—The false prophets told the peo- 
ple that their sacred temple would 
never be destroyed, that God 
would not permit it. But no tem- 
ple is sacred after the people make 
it ‘a den of thieves.’ It was de- 
stroyed soon after that hour. 


5. Throughly.—An old form of 
the word thoroughly—very ex- 
pressive. Note that the courts 
had become corrupt, just as ours 
often are, 

6 and 7. That is a fair picture 
of some modern criminal proceed- 
ings. It is hard for the poor to 
compete with the rich in the court- 
room. But don’t overlook God's 
promise for obedience, 

8-11. These verses hardly need 
explanation, But they do furnish 
an opportunity for the teacher to 
drive home to the pupils some tre- 
mendous lessons against unholy 
living and for holy living. Teach- 
ers, don’t miss this opportunity; 
but “speak the whole truth in 
love.”
